Mulholland's Report 

From William Mulhollund the hoard 
received a letter setting forth the 
result of it is inspection of the canyon 
ami city well and making his recom¬ 
mendations ;ts briefly outlined in the 
News recently. He recommended the 
establishment of an Intake for the city 
water system near the Quarter Way 
house in the Little Santa Anita and 
connection with the water system i>y 
pipe line. He thought the water di¬ 
verted from the stream ut that point 
during the summer would he almost 
clear gain, and would not appreciably 
affect the flow of the tunnels near the 
month of the canyon. He expressed the 
opinion that the water reaching th" 
tunnels passes Into the ground for the 
most part during the winter months 
and is there impounded, its slow move¬ 
ment accounting f,>r the regularity of 
the flow in the tunnels below. 

Bulkheading of the tunnels is not 
recommended by Mr. MulholUtnd he 
cause he believed the amount of wa¬ 
ter saved would not repay the expense. 
He Haiti the West tunnel was driven 
on a line probably twenty feet above 
bed rock, and that water hacked up 
In the tunnel would largely escape 
through the fragmentary rock forma¬ 
tion. The walls of the east tunnel he 
did not think solid enough to retain 
water if Ittllkheaded. He recommended 
that Well No. 3 in the wash lie given 
a concrete lining to preserve It. ttnd 
said the type of pumping machinery 
to hr installed would depend upon the 
working out of other plans of the wa¬ 
ter department. 

City Engineer Fixity explained that 
Mr. Mulholland’s report was prelimin¬ 
ary only and that he would he pre¬ 
pared to give counsel anti advice on 
various points as the situation develops. 

The trustees were of the unanimous 
opinion that work on the intake and 
pipe line from the Quarter Way house 
should he undertaken as soon us prac¬ 
ticable. Chairman Heard agreed to 
furnish transportation to the hoard 
members for a trip of inspection and 
his offer was accepted, the Jaunt t , 
be undertaken Sat unlay of next week. 


Burros were the chief of many toph s 
of discussion at last evening's meeting 
of the city trustees. As a result the 
ordinance passed three years ago pro¬ 
hibiting the keeping ,>r burros In the 
restricted district will be enforced. 
And not that ordinance only hut all 
other ordinances on the hooks, "to se¬ 
lf they are any good.” The burro or 
dinnnee was drawn to prevent the 
keeping of burros in any part of the 
city except the districts close to the 
mountains. 

Two petitions presented to the trus¬ 
tees brought the Iturro ordinance to 
their attention. One was signed by a 
number of residents and property own 
el's on Mountain Trail avenue and vi¬ 
cinity asking that the ordinance be 
enforced. They recited that their 
property' was damaged by tin- presence 
of the corrals on Mountain Trail ave¬ 
nue near tin* end of the ear line ott 
account of odor, unsightliness and 
noise; that it was unpleasant to resi¬ 
dents of the neighborhood and gave 
a had impression to strangers passing 
that way. 

Tim other petition was signed by the 
owners of the corrals and of the moun¬ 
tain camps Which are served by the 
pack and saddle animals kept there, 
ttnd by a number of merchants. It set 
f,>rtli that the business represented by 
the corrals brought many thousands ■ f 
dollars in trade into the city annually. 
that.lt was a necessity to patrons of 
the mountain camps, and that Sierra 
Madre receives a great amount of fa¬ 
vorable advertising through its relation 
to these concerns which enter to tour¬ 
ists and Other strangers. The peti¬ 
tioners asked thill the ordinance la- re¬ 
pealed or so amended as to make their 


Wonderful indorsement of the John¬ 
son administration is shown by the 
delayed election returns. Governor 
Johnson's plurality appears to be 
about 182,000 over Fredericks, the 
most remarkable vote ever given a 
candidate in California. The entire 
Progressive state ticket except secre¬ 
tary of state was put into office to 
give the governor adequate support. 

Strongly progressive inclinations 
are shown by analysis of the vote on 
tile 48 propositions submitted. While 
the result on the governorship was 
never In doubt, the outcome of many 
of the propositions was undecided until 
this week. The early returns came al¬ 
most entirely from the cities and caus¬ 
ed forecasts on a percentage basis that 
were radically changed when the re¬ 
turns from the country districts be¬ 
gan to come in. 

Chief interest centered in prohibition 
ntul the eight-hour law and it was 
evident from the start that both were 
defeated. In fact, few had expected 
any other result Early returns indi¬ 
cated the defeat of the Redlight 
Abatement Act, the Blue Sky Law and 
the Anti-Prize Fight law. and the vic¬ 
ious measure suspending liquor elec¬ 
tions for eight years appeared to have 
carried. Later returns changed all 
four, the balance of power lying with 
the smaller cities and the country dis¬ 
tricts. 

All bonding propositions appear to 
have carried, including state buildings 
for Los Angeles, San Francisco and 
Sacramento and the state fair grounds 
bonds.

BEAUTIFY 


A turkey should be dressed 
and cleaned at least twelve hours 
before using Make filling of 
soft purt of stale bread. Pour 
over this hot molted Butter; sea¬ 
son with salt, pepper, sage and 
onion If liked; mix well togeth¬ 
er; salt well the Inside of turkey 
and fill and sew up Fill the 
space from which you took the 
crop.

STORING COTTON GOODS, 


These With Linens Should Be Care¬ 
fully Washed Before Being Put Away. 

It Is highly imperative to their fu¬ 
ture use that all thin frocks, waists, 
etc., should be washed and Ironed be¬ 
fore being stored away To pack lln 
eu which Is soiled Is enough to ruin It 
und any housewife who follows this 
method can count on finding her clothes 
in a deplorable condition when they 
are needed again. 

Dlnen skirts nnd shirt waists, lingerie 
frocks and wraps should all be wash¬ 
ed before being put away. If they are 
of such delicate fabric that they will 
not stand washing then they should 
be sent to the dry cleaners to be re 
Juvennted. It Is better to do this In 
putting them away than when they 
are taken out. for If they are thor¬ 
oughly clean and fresh when packed 
away they will emerge In the same 
condition. On the other hand. If thrust 
into the trunk half clean, wrinkled and 
dusty, the garments are sure to be 
dingy almost beyond repair when need 
ed next spring 

Remember In putting away light 
clothes which are trimmed or lined 
with silk that moths are as dnngerous 
a mesace to silk as they are to heavy 
materials They will eat holes In silk 
Just as reudlly as in furs and velvets, 
nnd the wise housewife counteracts 
this danger by strewing the trunk gen¬ 
erously with moth halls. Also she 
wraps the silk garments In newspa¬ 
pers and ties them tightly, knowing 
that moths abhor the smell of printer’s 
Ink
